switch and run for nomination as governor. Two or 
three days before the democratic state convention 
last week Wagner announced that he would run for 
reelection to the senate and nothing else. Faced with % 
that refusal, Farley turned to Lehman and persuaded 
him to abandon his ambition to go to the senate and 
to run instead for a fourth term as governor. 


Now I learn on authority which cannot be ques- 


tioned that Roosevelt has never favored, switching 
'Wagner to the governorship, that for months he has 
wanted Lehman to run for governor again. He never 
feU in with Farley's plan. 


The president it is definitely stated, has always 


been in favor of Lehman running for a fourth term, 
even in face of Lehman's letter opposing the supreme 
court tilf. Roosevelt felt that Wagner could easily be 
reelected to the senate. He could not see why anyone Raymond Clapper 
wanted to take Wagner out of the senate and put him in Albany. He ar- 
gued this repeatedly, pointing out that while people would vote for Wag- 
ner for the senate, they might be uncertain about him as governor.

Job Security Is 
Paramount Issue 
In American Life 


It Is Matter That Must be 


Tackled Boldly, Law- 


rcnce Says

WMhlBfton—One of these days, 


the politicians are going to discov- 
er the really paramount issue in 
American life today—job 
security. 


President 
Roosevelt 
coined the 


phrase, 
"social 


security," but it 
is too abstract a 
term for 
the

happens 
at 


the age of 65 
or 
thereabouts 


isn't

as 
concrete as 
something that 
might 
happen 


tomorrow. 


Mr. Roosevelt 
Lawrence 


has sensed to a certain extent the 
issue of job security and mentions 
it every now and then in public ut- 
terances, but hesitates to tackle it 
boldly, as it probably has to be 
tackled if anything is to be done 
about it. In the latest communica- 
tion from the president addressed 
to the convention this week of the 
American Federation of Labor, he 
refers to the problem thus: 


"I hope you will give attention 


to the matter which I am always 
concerned about, namely finding 
ways for steady employment of la- 
bor and increasing the annual pur- 
chasing power. It is what a worker 
earns for himself and his family in 
the course of a year which is im- 
portant not only for his own eco- 
nomic plan for his life, but for-the 
economic life of the nation." 


This is a veiled intimation to 


such unions as are engaged, for in- 
stance, in building construction that 
they had better find a lower aver- 
age wage for the whole year and 
be assured of a year's work rather 
than to depend, as they have in the 
past, on income from high hourly 
rates for a few months of. the year 
to offset the seasonal layoffs. Also, 
the idea of getting an annual wage 
for workers in the automobile in- 
dustry has been advanced again 
and again both by industrialists 
and by the administration. 


Just Talking 


Where the New Deal falls down, 


however, is in talking glibly about 
an annual wage and doing nothing 
to bring it about. Job security is 
not just a matter for discussion 
with labor organizations, who, af- 
ter all, have no responsibility for 
making ends meet, but touches the 
very heart of the problem of man- 
agement and fair return on capi- 
tal invested. The present admin- 
istration has been deeply concern- 
ed about increasing the expense of 
labor costs, but has done virtually 
nothing to stimulate the increased 
production of goods out of which 
such labor costs must be paid. 


Industry, to be sure, has paid 


high wages in the tpast, and, in 
many instances now, is paying 
higher wage rates than in 1929. 
There is little objection to the pay- 
ment of adequate wages, but what 
many industrial managers fear us- 
ually is that, once the wage level is 
raised on the basis of boom times, 
it cannot be as flexibly reduced 


wise, labor contracts are often ne- 
gotiated nowadays on a piece-meal 
bails initead of on an industry- 
wide basis, as in 
Englcnd and 


Sweden, and the result is that 
varying wage rates are 
affecting 


prices. Although living costs havp 
been fairly 
stationary, wage in- 


creases have been sought by some 
workers' unions every year, in- 
stead of making contracts for two 
or three-year periods with provi- 
sion for revision of the cost of liv- 
ing changes. 


Futile Forecast* 


Then, too, the operations of the 


government 
itself 
have affected 


business itself so perceptibly that 
any attempt to forecast future or- 
ders and consequently to, measure 
future employment if often render- 
ed futile. The "pump priming," for 
example, produces for a time an 
artificial stimulus, wage rates arc 
changed to correspond with seem- 
ingly boom times, and then, when 
depression comes, the corporations 
begin laying off their men so that 
the latter get only two or three 
days' work a week. 


Many industries are better equip- 
ped than they ever have been, in a 
statistical sense, to forecast prob- 
able demand, but, when a national 
administration, by its control 
of 
credit and purchasing power, shoots 
the business curve upward just be- 
fore an election and then lets it 
down afterwards, the problem of 
guessing future demand is a hazard- 
ous adventure in mental specula- 
tion. 


Guessing the government has be- 


come a problem in itself, Winthrop 
Aldrich, president of the Chase Na- 
tional bank, in a speech the other 
.day at Northeastern 
university, 


touched on one element of the task 
when he said that th^ "laissez faire" 
or do-as-you-please philosophy had 
really never been in operation be- 
cause the system of governmental 
controls in economic affairs was 
constantly interposed. 
He said: 
"I am no advocate of the doctrine 


of laissez faire, for, after all, that 
doctrine has not been permitted to 
operate entirely without controls at 
any time. I am convinced that the 
enterprise system, subjected to en- 
lightened controls from within it- 
self, and responsive to the broad de- 
mands of the public interest, is in- j 
separable from democracy. Neither! 
can exist without the other." 
j 


Business men recognize that gov- j 


ernment can guide, mediate, sug-' 
gest, coordinate, and, if it wishes, 
can even assure national policies of 
stability so that business can do 
some real planning. 
But no one 


group like the A. F. of L. or the 
CIO can plan alone an annual wage 
for labor. That's the real fallacy 
here—the interest of the adminis- 
tration is in 
group government 
rather than in national unity or co- 
operation of all economic groups to 
bring about job security. Some po- 
litical leadership some day will 
tackle job security and make it un- 
derstandable to 'the voters of the 
nation.

If someone 
could assure industry of an annual 
wage on its capital, there would 
be enthusiasm about assuring the 
workers an annual wage income. 


Since no governmental agency or 


instrumentality can assure a steady 
flow of orders, the only practicable 
thing which a national administra- 
tion can do is to remove the ob- 
stacles which lie in the path of. in- 
creased production and increased 
sales. This is not just one isolated 
phase of a pressing problem, but a 
part of a whole series of steps that 
have to be taken to make the 
course of industrial management 
much more certain 
than 
it has 
been.

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WHAT FOLLOWS MUNICH? 


The prestige of Adolf Hitler certainly 


has risen high within the confines of thc 
Reich and even extended into neighboring 
lands such as Poland and Hungary. 


And yet this prestige has only fed upon 


what Mr. Chamberlain called "an injus- 
tice dealt by the Versailles treaty" when 
he referred to the Sudeten question, and 
a description that might be extended to 
several other injustices including the pro- 
hibition against Austria joining with thc 
Reich and the withholding of the Saar 
Basin.

Armed with this prestige, seemingly 


solid now with his own people, what will 
Hitler do? 


The able military critic, Ernst Henri, a 


year ago, wrote of Hitler's purposes, fore- 
saw the union with Austria and prophe- 
sied the liquidation of Czechoslovakia. He 
accepted the idea that the Reich under 
Hitler is committed to thc socalled Hoff- 
mann Plan which directs German exten- 
sion and encroachment eastward, neces- 
sitating a military triumph over Russia 
or a retreat by that land before German 
threats. 


Every step taken since Hitler came to 


power leads to that conclusion. And well 
may Moscow tremble at the direction in 
which the guns are swinging. 


Assuming the forecast of this critic to 


be well founded, and it has turned out\ 
perfectly true to date, we find Germany 
in the hands of a clique that is likewise 
showing the ability to plan and to move 
cautiously and bide its time, all essential 
to the success of any great venture. 


The first step has been to make Ger- 


many great. In oi'der to 'accomplish this 
design aU those subjecF tcTnatural Ger- 
man influences are ^incorporated within 
the Reich. Just as feverishly the Nazis 
push out those whom they suspect may 
not drink in with enthusiasm the doctrine 
of Teutonic culture and the idea of a super 
race that finds its greatness in inflicting 
its will upon those who do not see eye to 
eye with it.

In order for Germany to come to grips 


with Russia it must have a free passage 
over Intervening lands. And it must have 
protection from attack upon its rear and 
flanks. 


Since Hitler has been thc means of ob- 


taining glory for Poland in the return of 
some alleged Polish soil from Czechoslo- 
vakia and since it is likely that Hungary, 
too, will receive a slice, a debt of gratitude 
is created that •will be very helpful to the 
Reich. There 5s little doubt that Berlin 
ivill make arrangements in due time even 
for the construction of strategic railroads 
over lands under other sovereignty that 
its army may be obligingly deposited at 
the Russian entrances when thc gong of 
doom and destiny, things that arc some- 
times interchangeable, sounds. 


In the meantime Britain has been pla- 


cated. A loose understanding that the two 
countries will not resort to war has been 
effected. The fact that Hitler has agreed 
never to pass 35 per cent of the British 
navy will give this understanding great 
strength :n England. France, closer and 
more suspicious, as well it may be from 
its history. v.-;ll hkcSy nevertheless stand 
aloof feeh-R certa:n of thc English inter- 
est in its -welfare and lured by the con- 
clusion that :f the Germans turn cast- 
ward she may l.avc a century of rest.

But we like to think that culture is not 


always made up of material things, and 
that a very cultured gentleman can live in 
a very homely house. 


Take another Madisonian, one Mr. 


Wager, for instance. A street peddler who 
makes his living by selling hand decorated 
cards, he plans Sunday to give a •water- 
melon party for all the children of Madi- 
son, and has bought out a grower's entire 
crop for the feast. 


That is a typical example of American- 


ism. It is something that everyone can 
participate in, even the lowest in the eco- 
nomic scale. 


If Mr. Wager's home does not measure 


up to Architect Wright's notion of a suit- 
able structure it is likely just the same to 
gather a certain halo of culture, a beauty 
entirely its own, and whatever harsh lines 
or gadgets or otherwise ugly gables might 
strike the eye that melon party will 
smooth everything out in spite of Wright's 
scorching indictment.

"CONSERVATIVE" 


At the Eighth Congressional District 


Democratic feast held at Green Bay Sena- 
tor Duffy urged a continuation of the 
"party purge of Wisconsin Democrats."

enough voters to get them out of thc 
ranks. 


Or.e begin? to sec why the Progres- 


sives, at least in Wisconsin, are a sort of 
necessity. Although every party that ex-cr 
existed will develop a Right and Left, the 
Progressives have some sort of an idea 
where they're going and why and what 
would provide a likely means of getting 
there. Due to its abandonment by thc 
Great White Father at Washington and its 
antagonistic slate and national purposes 
the great Democratic party is going 
around somewhat in a circle like a kitten 
that has eaten raw meat, just as it did 
during thc Wilson regime when it had all 
kinds of chances to become a potent in- 
stitution and passed them up. 


Thc Green Bay rally resounded Ihc 


cheers for thc masses and roseate prophe- 
cies for thc candidates. That is as things 
should be. But since Mr. Henry told thc 
party some real truths it was not surpris- 
ing to fir.d thc rally exposing that gentle- 
man as a "conservative." And this thc 
very roan selected by thc majority of 
Democrats a? thcar candidate for governor 
and toasted for the last six years as a 
great liberal. 


It certainly uas about time thc Hack- 


shaws and the Pinkcrtons in democracy's 
folds discovered this amazing truth which 
might be given that old title, "A wolf in 
lamb's aitirc." 


A Verse for To'day

New York—0. Henry — or somebody — once 


said New York was the greatest summer resort 
in' the world. Maybe he didn't mean it, but it 
looks like he was right. 


More than 3,700,000 visitors came to New 


York this summer between June 1 and Septem- 
ber 1—a summer resort total unequalled by 
any other city in thc country. This is on the 
word of Alfred Hartog, an editor for the Fed- 
eral Writers' Project, and you know how care- 
ful the government is about such things. 


Hartog is the man who has been preparing 


thc 1939 "Almanac For New Yorkers," and he 
has had reporters digging into all sorts of Tran- 
sit Commission, Police Department, hotel and 
travel bureau statistics. 


The 3,700,000 is only an estimate, of course, 


but Hartog thinks it is a close one. His research 
shows that visitors arrived at the rate of 40,000 
a day during the summer time. Their average 
stay in town was five days. At any given date 
in summer, therefore, there were 200,000 "sum- 
mer resorters" in town. 


If these figures are correct, New York does 


far and away the biggest summer resort busi- 
ness in the United States—and probably in the 
world. It had more visitors during the hot 
months than some of t the "resort states" had in 
an entire year. California, according to United 
States Travel Bureau estimates, had about 3.- 
000.000 visitors last year. Florida had 2.100.000. 
Colorado 1.500.000, New Hampshire 1,500,000 
and Maine 1,000.000. 


New York had forty times more tourists this 


past summer than Bermuda had during all of 
1937. All six New England states combined had 
during an entire year only 300,000 more visitors 
than New York. 


Washington gets about 8,000,000 visitors a 


year, but not in the summer time. Washington 
may be a grand place, but its most vigorous 
enthusiasts never have claimed it was much of 
a summer resort.

The tourist industry (which has become the 


third largest in the nation) is especially favor- 
able to New York on a dollar basis. The aver- 
age visitor in Washington spends $7, the U. S. 
Travel Bureau estimates, whereas in New York 
he loosens up to the tune of $40. Breakdowns 
on these expenditures in New York show that 
"lodgings" come first, "entertainment" second, 
and then "food." 


There are 142,000 Manhattan hotel rooms that 


can accommodate some 280,000 people. Only on 
rare occasions (such as last year's American 
Legion convention) are they all taken, for 
many visitors go to boarding houses, to auto- 
mobile camps in the Bronx, or to the homes of 
friends. The stopping-places open to the visitor 
vary from places like the Ritz-Carlton hotel, 
where he pays $7 for a room and a bath, to the 
Municipal Lodging House, where the out-of- 
towner can get a bath, a mattress, a meal, and 
have his clothes deloused, all for nothing so 
long as his pockets contain less than §1 when 
he's searched. 


A Holland Tunnel count conducted last year 


by the Port Authority showed more visiting au- 
tomobiles from New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
than any other state; the fewest came from 
Montana, Idaho, Utah, Nevada, and South Da- 
kota. The checkers had to wait fourteen days 
before they caught a car with a South Dakota 
license. 


A majority of the out-of-town cars last year 


arrived during the three summer months. This 
year, American Automobile association figures 
show, there were 20 times as many AAA-mem- 
ber cars arriving in August as in January. 


This year's 3,700,000 visitors, however, will 


be nothing compared with the 15,000,000 ex- 
pected for the Fair next summer. If such a turn- 
out materializes. New Yorkers can add a corol- 
lary to O. Henry's claim—e.g., the largest num- 
ber of people ever packed into one resort in 
one summer.

Bomb After Bomb

could be bombed over and over 
again in spite of the best defense 
now available. Planes sweeping in 
from the North Sea could be over 
London 
before counter-attacking 


planes could get up to fight them. 


Shells from modern anti-aircraft 


guns could reach these planes be- 
fore they are in position to drop 
their bombs, even though they 
may do it five miles out. American 
three- inch anti-aircraft guns have 
a vertical range of 30,000 feet. 
roughly six miles. The range is 
much greater if the gun is fired 
at an angle instead of straight up. 


But hitting a plane at five miles 


is a feat. An exploding anti-air- 
craft shell will spray fragments 
over a zone as large as a football 
field. Getting the shell to explode 
when a plane is in that zone is 
something else again, but it can be 
done. 


But. on the other hand, it's diffi- 


cult for a plane four miles up and 
five miles out to drop a bomb on a 
specific spot. Even a slight ^miscal- 
culation of wind direction might 
make the bomb miss its target a 
half mile.

After the Panic 


Before one one can begin to un- 


derstand the consequences of the 
Munich peace, the world will have 
to recover its composure after the 
hysterical terror of the past month. 
Beginning in the week before the 
Nuremberg speech 
the European 


peoples and their statesmen were 
seized with panic which finally 
A rendered impossible any cool and 
9 realistic calculation of the actual 


situation. For the first time in the 
history of warfare the civil popula- 
tion felt itself to be in greater dan- 
ger than the soldiers at the front: 
for the first time in the history of 
modern diplomacy the political 
leaders felt that they themselves 
might in a week or so be blown to 
bits, and that even if they es- 
caped to places of relative safety, 
their immediate families, friends, 
their most cherished possessions 
might at any moment be destroyed. 


The amazing events which tcok 


place between Mr. Chamberlain's 
journey to Berchtesgaden and his 
journey to Munich are explicable 
only as a race against the panic 
which was taking possession of 
Europe. The panic was greatest in 
England because after centuries of 
an invulnerable security the Eng- 
lish people were resigned to ,the 
horrors of actual invasion. But af- 
ter Nuremberg when the French 
mobilization became rapid, the pan- 
ic spread to France, and from there 
the contagion took such hold in 
Italy that it had become doubtful 
whether Mussolini could have ful- 
filled the obligations of the Rome- 


h 
Berlin axis. The panic had begun 
9 
to invade Germany. Only the iron 
censorship, and the swift action 
which Hitler insisted 
upon, fore- 


stalled some kind of wild, despair- 
ing resistance to the threatened 
war. Two weeks more of the fierce 
tension that existed in Europe af- 
ter September 15, and the situa- 
tion everywhere might well have 
become quite incalculable. Nobody 
could wait to negotiate a states- 
man-like settlement. But Hitler, 
thanks to his mastery of the Ger- 
man people, could hold his position 
just a little longer than Mr. Cham- 
berlain or M. Daladier. 
Belief la Basis of 
First Explanations 


The first explanations of Mr. 


Chamberlain 
and the immediate 


comment of the British and French 
press must, therefore, be regarded 
as the exclamations of men who 
are dazed but immeasurably 
re- 


lieved at their escape from an over- 
whelming danger. They throw no 
light upon the future of Europe 
because what is being said now is 
a reaction to the danger of the im- 
mediate past and not a considered 
policy 
dealing 
with what is to 


come. A considered policy will not 
and can not emerge from the 
wreckage 
of the whole 
existing 


system of public law, 
alliances, 


and systems of strategic 
defense 


until British 
and French 
public 


opinion recovers 
from the shell- 


shock which it is now suffering. For 
that reason the debates which will 
take place in the two parliaments 
this week may be important. They 
may be important not because they 
will have the smallest effect upon 
immediate events but because they 
may mark the beginning of that 
re-education and re-adaptation to 
the new realities which shell-shock- 
ed nations, like individuals, must 
pass through. 
intimate Decisions 
Will be Key to Future 


The great question in these de-: 


bates will be whether the British 
and French are healthy and vigor- 
ous enough to come quickly to a 
candid recognition of what has ac- 
tually happened, • or whether the 
shock has been so great that the 
truth is unbearable 
and a flight 


from reality is necessary. What the 
two democracies decide to believe 
about these events will determine 
whether they are able still to pro- 
tect their nearest and most vital in- 
terests in the days to come or 
whether they are to go on through 
illusions to disaster. 


The immediately comforting but 


ultimately 
disastrous 
interpreta- 


tion will be to say that in agreeing 
to the dismemberment, they have 
applied the principle of self-deter- 
mination, that at Munich they sub- 
stituted a negotiated settlement for 
one dictated by violence, that the 
^rupture 
of the 
alliances make 


Czechoslovakia 
another 
neutral- 


ized state like Switzerland, that the 
dismemberment of the Czechoslo- 
vak Republic corrects the injus- 
tices and the follies of the Ver- 
sailles system, and that the recon- 
struction of Europe by four states- 
men working under an expiring 
ultimatum is the foundation of a 
new and better international or- 
der. 
Acceptance Of Wrong 
Answer Is Dangerous 


It will be a great temptation to 


adopt this interpretation, and to de- 
rive from it the feeling that what 
has been done is not only a relief 
from terror but righteous as well 
Yet such an interpretation will be 
only a refusal to look at disagree- 
able facts, and the practical conse- 
quences of such a flight from reality 
will be very serious. For if in a fer- 
vor of self-justification, the Brit- 
ish and French peoples choose to 
believe that what they have accept- 
ed was not only necessary but good, 
they will begin again to disarm 
themselves physically and political- 
ly. 


In a Europe ruled by military 


force they will again neglect their 
military defenses, and by doing that 
they \vill hasten the day when they 
will be confronted with claims that 
touch even more closely than did 
Czechoslovakia, their vital interests 
and their national security. If they 
really believe, as Mr. Chamberlain 
on his return exclaimed with par- 
donable excitement, that they have 
already won peace in their 
own 
time, they will have done the one 
thing which makes it most unlikely 
that they will enjoy peace in their 
own time. 
Change In Czech Frontiers 
Is Beginning- Of Epoch 


The alternative interpretation is 
to recognize frankly, humbly and 
bravely that they have yielded to 
the threat of force and they must 
now live in a Europe in which no 
treaty, no law and no engagement 
is better than the force which is 
ready to support it. They will not 
pretend that Czechoslovakia is dis- 
membered in accordance with the 
principle of self-determination, for 
the population involved has had no

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chine*, frctly to express its will 
They will recognize clearly 
that 


Hitler demanded for himself in the 
name of liberal principles 
that 


v/hich he will immediately deny to 
them and their friends in the • me 
of his own principles. 
And so at 


least, though they have been de 
feated by force, they will not also be 
deceived by their own wishful ra- 
tionalizations. 


Only by remaining undeceived 


can the British and the French hope 
eventually to judge realistically the 
new situation in which they find 
themselves and the measures which 
they must take to protect 
them- 
selves in the days to come. 
For 


Munich was not only the end of an 
epoch but the beginning of an epoch 
and the new frontiers of Czechoslo- 
vakia are not the last stage but the 
first in a long and complicated re- 
construction of the map of Europe 
and perhaps of the world. 


What is to come of it no man liv- 


ing can today foresee. For no man 
can truly estimate now the 
im- 


ponderable and incalculable forces 
that have been unloosed within"the 
ancient social structure of the Euro- 
pean continent. But this much we 
can know, that momentous decisions 
will have to be taken rapidly and in 
a long series across the years, and

Women Best Legal Breaks

Washington— When women of 


other nations go to the League of 
Nations office to study the legal 
status of women in the 
various 


states of the United States, they will 
probably conclud- that Wisconsin is 
the best state for a married woman 
to live in. if she wants equal rights. 


But even Wisconsin places some 


limitations, in law. upon women, it 
is shown in a report prepared by the 
Women's Bureau of 
the 
United 


States department of labor, at the 
request of the League of Nations. 


The legal status of Miss 
Mary 


Jones, Wisconsin spinster, is vir- 
tually the same as that of her broth- 
er. John, except that John might be 
appointed to a job working for the 
legislature or a legislative commit- 
tee, and Mary couldn't, since the at- 
torney general has upheld a pro- 
vision in the statutes which says 
that only male persons shall be ap- 
pointed as legislative employees. 


But Mary's married sister, Mrs. 


Anne Smith, can't do everything 
Mary can do, or everything her hus- 
band Henry can do. 


Husband Controls Property 


Anne's residence is determined by 


the residence of her husband, ex- 
cept for voting purposes (in many 
states, the wife's voting place is also 
determined by the husband's domi- 
cile). 


If Anne and Henry work togeth- 


er cooperatively after marriage, and 
acquire property. Henry owns ?nd 
controls the property, in general. 


However, if Henry deserts Anne, 


or neglects or refuses to support her 
or their children, she can transact 
business in her own name, collect 
and receive the profits of the busi- 
ness, use her earnings to support 
herself and their children, and Hen- 
ry can't get control of her earnings, 
and his creditors can't collect his 
debts out of her money. 


Furthermore, Anne's 
individual 


earnings, except those 
accruing 


from labor performed for her hus- 


band, or in his employ, are her sep- 
arate property, and arc not subject 
to Henry's control nor liable for his 
debts.

Anne had when she married Henry.!

Can Sue Husband 


Anne can even sue Henry for in- 


juries to her person or her charac- 
ter, just as if she were unmarried, a 
right not granted in many states, 
and has all other rights to sue and 
be sued.

annulment are the same for husband I 
and wife.

Women are eligible for jury ser- 


vice, and for public office. 


Father and mother are entitled to 


the custody of their minor child and 
responsible for his education. 


Husband and wife may testify for 


or against each other, but may not. 
during or after marriage, testify as 
to private conversations with each 
other during marriage, unless the 
case includes both as parties, or in- 
volves personal violence of one 
against the other. 


The wife may dispose of her prop-1 
erty by will, and may choose be-' 
tween the provisions of her hus- 
band's will or her statutory dower 
and homestead right. The husband 
also enjoys the courtesy right to 
lands in his wife's estate, until he 
remarries, unless she has children 
by a previous marriage, who then 
inherit the lands.

Escape Without Lesson

New York—It seem* to be generally agreed by now that the treaty of 


Versailles was • great tragedy, but recent history gives reason to regret 
the lenience rather than the severity of the terms. After all, the Germans 
got out of the war without the destruction of r. stick or stone in their 
own country. There has been no mass deportations of their people, no 
wanton murder of the mayors of their villages or 
other hostages in reprisal for natural acts of patriotic 
resistance against invasion, no mass burglary of their 
homes or systematic destruction of their factories. 


This has been the experience of Belgium and north- 


ern France at the hands of the Germans, but as soon 
as the fighting was over the allies, surveying the 
damage and the records of cold-blooded vandalism, 
found that they lacked the brutality to pay the Ger- 
mans in their own coin. 


It would have done the world and civilization no 


good to destroy two German villages for every Bel- 
gian or French village leveled in the war or to exe- 
cute by firing squad two German mayors for every 
hostage killed by the kaiser's armies.

But the Versailles treaty has done the world no good, and it is child- 


ish to'argue or hope that the world would have been any better off to- 
day if the conditions of Versailles, which since then have been con- 
demned as vindictive, had been omitted.

The French were too 
easily dissuaded, but they 
were 


right all the time. 


Twenty years later Germany re- 


vives more shockingly brutal than 
ever before and inflicts upon the 
Czechs the same conditions of loot 
and mass deportation that the allies 
forebore to impose on Germany. Re- 
membering what his own country 
did to the French territory, Hitler 
took precautions to prevent the 
Czechs from doing the same in the 
Sudeten country as they withdrew. 
Only War on German 
Soil Will do the Trick 


It is a tragedy that they could 


not blow up all the military works, 
demolish all houses, factories and 
shops and shoot against the wall 
numerous selected leaders 
Of the 


German sedition in their country 
as they fell back, not for any good 
that this might have done them or 
for any service to right and justice 
but merely to hamper Hitler and 
impress upon the :iazis the horrors 
of ivar. 


Germany came out of the big war 


with nothing worse than some hun- 
ger and humiliation, and now that 
the treaty of Versailles has been 
completely unwritten the upshot of 
that great war is that the victors 
gave the party and suffered all the 
damage. Germany will never learn 
to hate war until a war is fought 
on German soil.

An Extension of Home 


BY ANGELO PATBI 


School is an extension of home, a place where children live. It should 


be made as beautiful as possible, and as comfortable as may be. The usual 
school is a barracks, bare, hard, unlovely, and often, unclean. No good 
housekeeper would tolerate the condition of some of the schools in this 
rountry. No modern mother would stand for the state of some of the 
toilets that children use every day. The lack of soap and water, the utter 
disregard of the comfort and health of the children is amazing when one 
considers the talking we do about education. A little personal interest on 
the mothers' part would work miracles. 


The classroom is the children's living-room. Here they work under 


whatever conditions have been provided for them by the school authori- 
ties. The usual seats are wooden benches fastened to the floor. I don't 
know of any other kind of seating that would be practical, but surely 
these seats could be shaped and adjusted so that children might sit in 
them with some degree of comfort, and without danger to their health. 
Some schools in this country are still using benches that were installed 
in the days of their grandfathers when all that was thought necessary in 
the way of seating was seating and nothing more. Legs, backs—well, they 
just weren't counted in. 


The lighting of the classrooms has 


a tremendous effect on the health of 
the pupils. If the lighting is bad 
their eyes are soon affected. They 
have headaches; they grow listless 
and weary; their stomachs are re- 
bellious; their digestion is slowed 
down. The whole child suffers when 
his eyes suffer. And of course he 
does not learn as he might. The 
waste caused by poor lighting in 
classrooms 
is indefensible 
from 


any point of view. 


The'painting of the walls is some- 


thing that ought to be well consid- 
ered before any work is done. 
Green is not always the best color, 
nor are all greens alike in their 
effect on lighting, and on the chil- 
dren's vision. The height of the 
children's heads when they are 
seated, the direction from which 
the light comes, the number and 
the placing of the windows, the ex- 
posures of the rooms, remembering 
the seasons and their sunlight, the 
kind of artificial light and 
the 


amount of it. must be well consid- 
ered before taking action. These 
problems are not to be solved by 
inexperienced people, but by the 
lighting engineers. It is better to 
pay them a good fee for intelligent 


help and supervision than to pay 
for an outfit that kills what it is 
supposed to foster—the health and 
efficiency of children. 


There is one point on which I 


have a personal feeling. I dislike 
draperies in a school room. They 
become filled with dust which the 
dampness soon makes into paste. 
Air filtered, if possible to filter it 
through the dingy folds, cannot be 
good for children. Dusty draperies 
do riot allow the freshness of at- 
mosphere a schoolroom demands. 
And I have yet to see draperies 
that were lovely in themselves in a 
classroom. A fine wall, well deco- 
rated with flat paint is in itself 
very fine, and often restful. One or 
two framed pictures, a distinctive 
bit of ornament, are enough. The 
main decoration of a classroom is 
its children and teacher.

"For a number of years Wiscon-

Tht Air Around the Earth 


111—GASES IN THE A1E 


More than three-fourths of the 


air we breathe is a gas called nitro- 
gen. It can be taken from the air 
and used In making ammonia and 
other things of value, but if all the 
air were nitrogen we could not 
live. 


Diagram showing: changes in vol- 


ume of chief gases of the air at 
different heights. 
It is the oxygen in the air which 


gives our lungs what they most 
need. This gas makes up a little 
more than one-fifth of the air. • 


A small part, of the air is "ar- 


gon," less than one per cent. The 
chief use of argon is as a gas to 
mix with nitrogen in filling elec- 
tric light bulbs. 


Another ' gas in the air is "car- 


bon dioxide." It is .present oniy 
in. tiny 
amounts, but it is im- 


portant. Plants have the power of 
taking it from the air, and using 
the carbon for their growth. 


If plants did not have this sup- 


ply of carbon,, they 
would not 


grow. 
If there were no plants, 


animals could not live and people 
could not live. So we may be glad 
the air has that tiny amount of 
carbon dioxide — less than one part 
in a thousand, 


Another important part of the 


air is water vapor. Sometimes the 
air is dry, and there is little water 
vapor in it, but on other days it 
contains a great deal, perhap's as 
much as four or five per cent. 


If we figure all the water vapor 


in the earth's air, it amounts to 
billions of tons. It has been esti- 
mated that there is enough of it 
to cover every square foot of the 
earth to a depth of four inches. 
We may be glad it doesn't all come 
down at once! 


Water vapor gives us rain. 
It 


also gives us snow, frost, clouds, 
fogs, hail and sleet. As I have said 
before, the vapor rises into the air 
because sunshine heats water. In 
every second of time, the sun is 
shining en part of the earth, and is 
turning water of oceans, seas and 
rivers into vapor. 


Water vapor tends to be a good 


deal lighter than other gases in the 
air. That is why it rises, and often 
terms high clouds. Vapor iriors 
heavy than usual may hang over 
the ground as a fog. 


Tests have proved what the air 


contains up to heights of less than 
25 miles. 
Above that height, we 


do not know exactly, 
but 
some 


scientists believe that the nitro- 
gen and oxygen grow less and less 
and that air over 60 miles high is 
made up almost entirely of hydro- 
gen and helium. Helium is widely 
known because it is the safest gas 
which can be put into airships. 
Hydrogen 
is 
the 
lightest 
gas 


known. Like helium, it is used for 
balloons, but there is danger of 
fire when hydrogen is employed.
